By 8 
o’clock the entire detective force of 
the city was hunting for Hathaway. It was 
found that he had been living with a woman 
on Wells street, near Lincoln avenue, The 
woman was there, but a search of the room 
failed to reveal the fugitive. It seems that he 
was under cover all the while some place on 
the South Side. 

Shortly before 1 o’clock in the afternoon 
Officers McDonald and Trehorn, who were 
stationed on Clark street bridge, saw Hatha- 
way approaching and arrested him. He 
was on his way to the North Side, 
apparently, and doubtless had no intention of 
surrendering himself until called upon. He 
did not know as yet, it is supposed, how 
serious was Whelan’s condition, and intended 
to keep out of the way to await developments. 
He did not attempt to deny his identity when 

and his first remark was: 

„How badly is Whelan hurt?” 

The detectives told him that Whelan would 
pull through all right, and he does not 
yet know of Whelan’s death He 
was taken to the Central Station and into the 
private office of Lieut. Kipley. Superintend- 
ent Marsh and two or three other officers were 


there, but Hathaway refused to make a state- 


ment in their presence. He retired to a corner 
of the room, however, and told Kipley private- 
ly the whole story. He was decidedly nervous 
and frequently reiterated his hope that Whe- 
lan would get well, and said time and agaim 
that he had shot him in self-defense and had 
intended to shoot him in the legs. 

„Why do you carry a young cannon like 
this?” inquired Kipley, holding up the big 
revolver found on Hathaway’s person at the 
time of his arrest. 

I always go armed, he replied. “Iam 
out till early every morning and I live over on 
the North Side.”’ a 

He admitted that this was the weapon with 
which he had done the shooting. One shell 
was found exploded. 

Mathaway’s Story. d 

Before being taken to his cell the reporters 
were admitted to the room and allowed 
to question the prisoner. Hathaway was 
not inclined to say much. When questioned 
directly he would either evade the question or 
refuse to answer, saying that he should wait 
until he had seen his lawyer. But his desire 
to make it understood that he had acted in 
self-defense was so great that he soon related 
the most of the story from his own point of 
view. 

“Whelan and McGinnis were drunk and 
assaulted me,” he said, “and I shot 
in self-defense, intending to hit Whelan 
in the and disable him.

The News Rapidly Spread, 

The news of the killing was known all over 
the city before night. A penny sheet issued an 
extra in the middle of the afternoon, contain- 
ing a garbled account of the affair and the 
fact of Whelan’s death. The newsboys scat- 
tered over the three sides of the city and their 
stentorian cries of All about the assassina- 
tion of Ald, Whelan!” was heard on every 
street. Thousands of copies were sold at ex- 
tortionate prices and the newsboys reaped a 
rich harvest. 

The first news of the affair did not gain 
currency until about noon, but after that 
hour it was known in all the down-town re- 
sorts, and nothing else was talked of. 
The expressions heard were unanimous 
in praise of Whelan as a good fellow. and no 
theory which placed any of the’ blame upon 
him was credited. It was inconsistent with 
his disposition to have started the quarfel, it 
was said. Whelan has always borne the repu- 
tation of being quiet and good natured, and 
he has always had many friends among those 
who knew him only slightly, even. Those 
who knew him best were still more inclined to 
believe that the trouble could not have been 
of his seeking. News of his condition was 


| eagerly sought, and when it was known that 


he was dead there was genuine sorrow and no 
small degree of bitterness toward his slayer. 


THE EX-ALDERMAN’S LAST HOURS. 


He Is Taken to the Michael Reese Hospi- 
tal, Where He Dies at 2:55 O' Ciock. 

The carriage arrived at the hospital about 
4:30 o’clock. Dr. Friend, the house surgeon, 
was awakened, and Whelan was at once 
taken to the operating-room, whére his 
clothes were removed. A hasty examination 
showed that the unfortunate man had scarcely 
a possible chance to live and that an imme- 
diate operation was necessary to prolong 
even for a few hours a life fast ebbing away. 
The great shock to the nervous system had 
lessened the man’s chances for recovery, and 
on the way to the hospital there had been a 
profuse hemorrhage. : 

At the time Whelan arrived he wasina 
semi-conscious condition and was suffering 
great pain. When Drs. Goodkind and Mc- 
Arthur, who had been hastily summoned, put 
in an appearance the operation was com- 
menced. It was found that the bullet had en- 
tered two inches to the left of the navel and 
about an inch above the hip-bone. It took a 
backward course, and emerged within an 
inch of the spine, perforating the large in- 
testine and causing a great flow of blood. 
When the abdominal cavity was opened it 


was further discovered that there were two 


were stitched, after 
having been cleansed, together with 
the cavity, which was then closed. 
Drainage tubes were inserted in the wound, 
both at the front and back. Soon afterwards 
the patient was removed to a room in the sec- 
ond story, facing Twenty-ninth street. 
Whelan remained in .the comatose con- 
dition into which he had sunk for fully an 
hour and a half after the operation was com- 
pleted. He then rallied a: little,and com- 
plained of suffering great pain. It was seen 
then that there was no hope for the dying 
man, and death was a question of but afew

About this time Mrs. Whelan, having been 
apprised of her husband's. plight, entered the 
hospital accompanied by her husband’s foster- 
brother, Ned Whelan. She had been awakened 
by a messenger, a friend of her husband, 
who broke the news to ber gently, 
and prepared ber for the worst. 
The shock was great and almost unnerved 
her, but soon after she arrived at the hospital, 
which is only two blocks from .their home. 
Whelan was at this time -conscious, and when 
his wife came she was adinitted to his roem, 
and for a short time was alone with him. The 
suppressed sobs which could be heard by the 


| hospital physician and the few attendants 


gathered outside the door told of the intense 
grief of the devoted wife. 

In a few minutes Father Bergeron, Whelan’s 
spiritual confessor, and Edward Whelan en- 
tered. They were both much affected and 
stood silently by the bedside: Mrs. Whelan 
left her husband shortly after 12 o’clock, and 
was driven home, expecting soon to return 
with their 6-months’-old boy, whom Whelan 
desired to see. She did not realize that death 
was so near. Her grief completely prostrated 
her, and arriving at the house she sahk down 
completely overcome. 

Whelan rapidly grew worse and sunk into a 
comatose condition, in whith he remained 
until his death, which took place at 2:55 
oe’clock in the afternoon. With him at that 
time were Dr. Friend, the nurses, and Father 
Bergeron, who administered extreme unction 
to the dying man. 

Mrs. Whelan had not yet returned and a 
messenger was soon dispatched to the house 
bearing the news. 

Friends View the Body. 

The report of the tragedy had rapidly spread 
and during the morning a host of Whelan’s 
friends, including Ald. Cremer and H. L. Mc- 
Neill, had in the hospital office; 
but none were allowed to see him until after 
he died. They were much wrought up, and 
expressions of grief at their friend’s untimely 
end were mingled with words of the strongest 
hatred and condemnation against the man 
who hadshot him down without cause. The 
majority of them were rough-looking men 
and many wore hard faces, but their grief was 
genuine and the tears they shed were heart- 
felt. 

„He was as white a man as ever lived,“ 
said one, and many’s the poor fellow he’s be- 
friended, time and again.”’ 

Similar expressions were frequently heard. 

Several Aldermen called, and Whelan’s po- 
litical friends and others came and went at 
intervals during the afternoon. All viewed 
the remains, and few there were who were not 
visibly affected as they turned away.

SOMETHING ABOUT WHELAN’S LIFE. 
Born in Chicago—His Political Career—Per- 
sonal Characteristics, - 


William P. Whelan was a Chicago boy. He 
was born Dec, 9, 1850, in the old Lake House, 
Rush and Illinois streets. During his younger 
days he attended Dearborn School, which 
stood at that time on Madison street, nearly 
opposite Tae Trreune Building. He was 
an altar boy at St. Mary’s Church, which 
stood at Madison street and Wabash avenue 
until the fire of 1871. Whelan was known 
among his associates as a rollicking, good- 
natured boy, open-heurted, generous, and 
easily influenced. 

‘When he was about 10 years of age his par- 
ents moved to Adams street, occupying a 
small frame house opposite to where the Rand 
& McNally building now stands. His father 
died not long afterwards, and he and his 
mother continued living. at the Adams street 
homestead for several years. 

Whelan had lived in various parts of the 
Fist Ward for about thirty years until 
last spring, when upon retiring from the 
Council he bought a house at No. 3027 Grove- 
land Park avenue, where he resided at the 
time of his death. He was reputed to be 
worth nearly $200,000. At the time of his 
mother’s death he inherited several valuable 
pieces of real estate on the South and Weat 
Sides, one of which, the Adams street prop- 
erty, he sold a few years ago for $55,000. 

At the time he entered the Council in 1884 
he was worth less than $100,000, and since, by 
rise in reel values and by various other ac- 
cretions, his wealth has increased 100 per cent. 
For the last nine years he had been engaged 
in the saloon business on La Salle, Monroe, 
Clark, and Madison streets, but only last week 
expressed his intention of going out of the liquor 
business altogether, which he did last Satur. 
day, by giving his saloon at No. 170 Madison 
street to his foster-brother, Ned Whelan. It 
was said that Whelan was going to devote his 
time to looking after his property and engage 
in the real-estate business, and had already 
rented an office for that purpose. 

He was married in 1884 to a Miss Habereorn 
of this city. His family consists of his wife 
and one child, a boy 6 months of age. He 
had several relatives in the city, one of whom, 
Mrs. John Ferguson, is matron at the County 
Hospital. 

Whelan was a wealthy saloonkeeper when 
he was elected in the spring of 1884 to repre- 
sent the First Ward in the City Council. He 
was elected as an Independent Democrat, with 
no Republican opposition. Moses J. Went- 
worth was the regular Democratic nominee.

One of Whelan’s Republican colleagues said 
last evening when he heard of the tragedy: 
No man in politics was better known and 
few were better liked than Whelan. He had 
friends everywhere, oven among his enemies. 
He was always pleasant to men be met, no 
one ever saw him down-hearted, and his cheer- 
fulness made his company sought by persons 
: the ward poli- 
tician. When he went in Council people 
who didn’t know him ‘judged from his past ca- 
reer that he would be an Alderman of the Gay- 
nor stripe. He wasn’t by any means. He 
was clear-headed, bright, and cool, and he 
could make a much better speech than the 
ordinary. The death of no other man of his 
class in Chicago ever caused as many expres- 
sions of sorrow among men of a higher stand- 
ing as his did. 
Whelan and F. H. Trude were bondsmen 
for John Graham of Cronin jury-bribing 
fame. Oct. 17, 1889, Graham was arrested on 
an indictment charging him with conspiracy 
to bribe members of the Cronin jury. Im- 
mediately after giving bonds he disappeared. 
Early in the present month Whelan came into 
court and paid $5,000, his half of the bond. 
Whelan was quite well known as a sport, 
and among other things did not object to see- 
ing a prize-fight. In fact he was stakeholder 
at the famous Welch-Lynch fight which took 
place just over the Indiana State line not long 
before he was elected Alderman. The party 
went in a tug and was arrested upon return- 
ing and landing at Thirty-ninth street. 
Whelan had a pleasant’ tenor voice, and in 
his early days his vocal powers gained him 
the nickname of “* Mocking Bird, which 
clung to him up to the day of his death. 


HIS ASSOCIATES DEFEND HIM, 


Hathaway’s Friends Say He Was of a Quiet 
: Disposition—His il 

rans ager W dare . gman, 
about 35 years old, 5 feet 6 tall, weighs 
about 160 pounds, has ght hair, sandy 
mustache, and light, pleasant eyes. He 
claims he has never been in trouble 
before. It is said, however, that 
he has been in the habit of flourishing a re- 
volver and threatening to use it. Two inci- 
dents of the kind of alleged recent date are 
related upon uncorroborated authority. 

I traveled for some time with Hathaway 
through the West and South,” said a former 
attaché of Hankins’ place, last night. We 
dealt faro together at Leadville in 
the * Board of Trade,’ and afterward in 
Murphy’s Exchange in Denver. He was quiet, 
and although he always carried. a gun I think 
it would have taken great provocation to 
make him use it.

After the chance meeting Hathaway learned 
where Mrs. Day lived and asked for another 
meeting. She consented, and it was not long 
before the story got around among Mrs. Day’s 
friends. Itissaid that Hathaway purposely 
started the standal. At any rate she was 
snubbed and shunned on all sides. Her hus- 
band, it seems, was the last man to hear the 
scandal and, after learning that it was true, 
obtained a divorce. | 

After this Mrs. Day left Detroit with Hath- 
away and they lived in Chicago for a time. 
He left her to shift for herself in a few months 
and she took the usual course in such cases 
and lived at No. 441 South Clark street. While 
here she told of the brutal treatment she had 
received at Hathaway’s hands. 

It was nothing uncommon for him to beat 
her to insensibility, and to be knocked down 
by him was almost a daily occurrence. She

States had drifted away from it disaster had 
followed. It has been claimed by free-traders, 
and recently by Mr. Schurz, that the golden 
era of this country was under the low tariff of 
1846. Mr. Blaine pointed out that had there 
been no tariff during that period the country 
would have prospered. First came the 
Mexican War, involving an  expendi- 
ture of a hundred millions by the 
Government, and stimulating every de- 
partment of industry. On the heels of that 
came the Irish famine, which created a de- 
mand for American breadstuffs. Then came 
the discoveries of gold in California and a 
flood of mineral wealth was poured into the 
lap of the country. Then the revolutionary 
period of 1848 paralyzed the industries of 
Europe, only to be followed by the war be- 
tween France, England, and Russia, which en- 
grossed the undivided energies of two great 
competing nations. But when war and famine 
were at an end the malignant tendencies of 
the tariff of 1846 (which was not a free-trade 
measure, but too little of a protective one, for 
its duties were but about 25 to 27 per cent, or 
not enough under ordinary circumstances to 
keep out foreign goods) began to show them- 
selves, and the terrible panic of 1857 ensued, 
from which it took the country over three 
years to recover. 

The United States might thrive again under 
a similar tariff if the nations of Europe would 
spend two or three years in war, or it their 
crops were to fail utterly. But the Democrats 
of today are not asking for such a tariff, but 
for one which would admit all competing 
manufactures free, and put duties only on 
tea, coffee, sugar, rubber, dyestuffs, eto. 

Having disposed of this old Democratic ar- 
gument Mr. Blaine explained his ideas re- 
garding reciprocity with the Latin-American 
States, and how he hoped to extend the home 
market by securing in the Southern countries 
an outlet for the surplus farm products of the 
United States, exchanging them for the non- 
competitive products of the tropics. It is 
noteworthy that Mr. Blaine uttered no word 
of complaint about the grudging, half- 
hearted way in which Congress codperated 
with him when it inserted the maimed Aldrich 
amendment in the McKinley bill. One rea- 
son for this is that he hopes at the next 
session the subject will be taken up again and 
dealt with in a way which will make success 
certain. 

Mr. Blaine pointed out that the United 
States took $60,000,000 worth of stuff from 
Brazil, which in return took but eight or 
nine millions of American products. He 
showed also how of ten million dollars’ worth 
of Venezuelan products all but $8,000 was ad- 
mitted free, while Venezuela levied a duty on 
everything it imported. A declaration of free 
trade on the part of the United States would 
not alter the situation. This was practically 
a free-trade country now as far as those two 
States were concerned. What was needed was 
an arrangement by which they, like the United 
States, should take off their duties on non- 
competitive products and thus deal fairly with 
this country. They acknowledged, said Mr. 
Blaine, that their conduct had been indefensi- 
ble, and they were willing to furnish free mar- 
kets to the products of the American farmer. 

Why 1s it that Republican Congressmen

the farmer? Is it stupidity or jealousy? Why 
do they use all their time in defending the 
mistakes of the McKinley bill? Plain, com- 
mon-sense people cannot understand their po- 
sition, which is not one calculated to help 
their chances of reélection. Local pride may 
save McKinley, but the chances are he will be 
beaten badly, simply because he had not the 

ity to seize hold of Blaine’s great reci- 
procity scheme, help to put it through Con- 
gress in proper shape, and then make its in- 
dorsement by his constituents the leading 
issue of his campaign for reélection. 

He and other Republican Congressmen are 
talking continually about the importance of 
the home market to the farmers. But is rec- 
iprocity with the neighboring Republics any- 
thing more than an extension of the home 
market? Would not reciprocity increase the 
demand for breadstuffs? What can be plainer? 

Look at the figures. The total population 
of this country is 64,000,000. Of these 26,000,- 
000 are food producers, and 38,000,000 food 
buyers. But the twenty-six millions are pro- 
ducing all the time more than the thirty-eight 
can consume, and if the surplus is not dis- 
posed of somehow the farmers suffer. Hith- 
erto the chief market for the three or four 
hundred millions a year of surplus foodstuffs 
has been Great Britain. But the cheaper 
labor of Russia and India, aided by the rapid 
adoption of American labor-saving agricult- 
ural implements and American methods of 
handling in bulk and cheap railroad freights, 
is steadily and rapidiy excluding American 
surpluses from England and Europe. 

It is necessary, therefore, as Mr. Blaine 
points out, to find other markets. Where can 
better ones be found than on this hemisphere? 
The population of the West Indies and Cen- 
tral and America, north of the Argentine 
and Chili, is 25,000,000. The fine, nu- 
tritious foodstuffs of the Western farmers are 
not grown or produced in those tropical coun- 
tries, and yet their tariffs are so high as almost 
to prohibit their use. Add Mexico with its 
12,000,000 people, who would if they could 
purchase large quantities of. American food- 
stuffs on reciprocal conditions but cannot get 
them now because of tariff exactions, and 
there is an extension of the home market by 


that what he says would happen to European 
nations if they paid for American breadstuffs 
with coin instead of goods has happened on 
various occasions to this country, and might 
happen again. From 1798 to 1847 the imports 
were almost invariably in excess of the ex- 
ports. The agricultural products sent abroad 
were not large enough to pay for the goods 
imported. The result was a steady drain on 
tne country’s supply of precious metals, which 
ended occasionally in distressful panics and 
general bankruptcies. One year there would 
be good crops here, poor ones in Europe, 
large exportations of wheat, and ship- 
ments of gold to this country. That 
stimulated business of all kinds. For a 
few years thereafter crops would be good 
abroad, and there would be a reduced demand 
for American produce, Goods were imported 


in excess of exports, and presently every” 


branch of business felt that the red life-blood 
was being drawn from its veins. Then a 
period of commercial stringency set in. Money 
was scarce and dear. The interest rate rose. 
Manufactories were closed and merchants 
failed. That was happening ccnstantly in the 
„good old times.“ 

The country dragged along after this fash- 
ion till the discovery of the California gold 
mines in 1848, followed ten years later by that 
of the Nevada silver mines. From 1848 to 
1877 the United States produced $1,400,000,000 
worth of the precious metals. Yet in spite of 
this constant flood from the mines, when re- 
sumption was determined on in 1877 Secretary 
Sherman had to send abroad to buy the hun- 
dred millions of gold he needed. Where had 
the immense metallic product of the coun- 
try gone to? Some had been used in the 
arts and remained at home as jewelry, but the 
bulk of it had been sent to Europe to pay 
for goods purchased there. The agricultural 
products had not been shipped over in suffi- 
cient quantities to equalize the exchanges, and 
but for the gold and silver mines the country 
would have been hopelessly bankrupt. 

Since 1877 the situation has changed mate- 
rially for the better. The United States has 
been able to keep much of the gold and silver 
it has produced, and now has about $1,300,000,- 
000, or $20 per capita. The ship of state thus 
ballasted has been able to spread all its sails 
to the breeze and the country has prospered 
as never before. Mannfactories have been 
started at home, and have lessened the quan- 
tity of goods which it was necessary to buy 
broad. But for this the imports of foreign 
goods would have been larger, the exports of 
agricultural products no larger, and the dif- 
ference would have had to be made good in 
gold. The country would have been drained 
of its coin. a * . 

Things are working well now, and it is the 
aim of the Republicans to keep them so. Mr. 
Blaine sees danger ahead in the fact that Rus- 
sian and Indian competition is driving 
America from the European grain market. 
Should it be driven from it entirely the 
quantity of goods brought from Europe would 
not be. altered thereby, but they would have 
to be paid for in gold instead of produce. 
Such a drain on the coin of the country would 
soon produce its usual effect—hard times. Mr. 
Blaine sees that and wants to provide against 
itin time. He wants to open to the surpluses 
of the farmer the closed Latin-American mar- 
kets. There their surpluses can be exchanged 
for non-competitive goods, and it will not be 
necessary to slaughter flour and provisions in 
Europe in exchange for foreign competitive 
goods, or to pay for them with gold. 

Moderate protection will build up American 
manufactures so that it will be unnecessary to 
import European goods, and reciprocity will 
secure for the farmers a certain market for 
their surpluses. Then all interests will prosper. 
But if Gov. Boies has his way European goods 
will. be let in free, American manufacturing 
will be crushed out or checked, more foreign 
goods will be imported than now, and as 
Europe will not need much American wheat 
or pork, those goods will have to be paid for 
in gold, and the United States will become 
again the commercial vassal of Europe.

and the evils of low rates.. The New York 
Sun boldly charges upon the Atchison system 
that itis the most reckless in the matter of 
disregarding both the law and its agreements 
with its competitors.” | | 
The discovery that the utterances of the Sun 
are inspired by one of the men who formed 
the three-cornered figure referred to does not 
invalidate the claim, but may be accepted as 
indicating that other than the old tactics are 
being resorted to for the purpose of obtaining 
supremacy in the management of traffic and the 
control of rates. Taking both together there 
would appear to be reason for the inference 
that equal justice to all shippers is still a mat- 
ter of theory rather than practice on some of 
the lines, that the rule is violated in deliberate 
disregard of the provisions of the law. and 
that objections to it are made by discom-

BUILDINGS ON THE LAKE-FRONT. 

The subject for discussion at the monthly 
meeting of the Commercial Club, held night 
before last, was the advisability of securing 
the erection of an art building for the city on 
the Lake-Front. There was a general expres- 
sion of opinion in favor of it, and the Ex- 
ecutive Committee was directed unanimously 
to confer with the World’s Fair directors on 
this important and interesting subject. Asa 
number of the latter are members of the 
club there should be no difficulty in reaching 
an understanding. 

But when the conference is held these facts 
should be kept m mind: That no permanent 
art and museum building is possible on the 
ground to be made east of the railroad 
tracks in the outer harbor, There will not be 
time nor money enough to put up a structure 
which the citizens would wish to keep in per- 
petuity after the Fair was over. 

Happily it is unnecessary to go east of the 
Why not build on the ground oc- 
cupied now by the Exposition Building? Take 
the two blocks from Adams to Madison and 
there will be a space 700 feet long—including 
the 80 feet of Monroe street—and 220 feet 
wide. By setting the building back 90 feet 
from the street line there will be an open 
space of 180 feet to the west, with an 80-foot 
street at eacti end. When in the course of 
human events the tracks are removed farther 
east there will be open ground on the east 
front. 

There will be abundant room on this broad 
area for a grand temple of art for the World’s 
Fair costing two million dollars or even more, 
When the Fair is a thing of the past the buila- 
ing can be divided, 350 feet being devoted to 
art and museum purposes, and the remaining 
350 being used for a great public library. This 
isa practicable scheme, and no difficulties 
stand in the way of carrying it out. Such a 
structure thus located would not interfere 
with the view of the lake south of Adams 
street. North of Madison everything will be 
commercial property filled with railroad de- 
pots and freight-houses 

If the art bui i placed west of the 
tracks many more will flock to see the gems 
of sculpture and painting it will contain dur- 


ing the Fair and afterwards than if it were 


placed on made ground east of the tracks. If 
any building is to outlive the Fair this is the 
one. But to secure a perpetual lease of life it 
must be put where the Exposition Buildmg is 
now. Then it will be on land to which the 
city has an undisputed title. Abutting prop- 
erty-owners would not object to the erection of 
a beautiful structure devoted to such elevating 
and humanizing purposes as art and literature, 
because it would benefit their property great- 
ly. Taxpayers in general would prefer it, 
because by this plan they would save a million 
and a half which they would have to pay out 
otherwise for a library building, and they 
would have a home for the city’s books as 
soon as the Fair was over instead of having to 
wait from ten to twenty years for one. 

The members of the Executive Committee 


of the Commercial Club, being heavy tax- 
‘payers as well as public-spirited citizens, 


should not lose sight of these important facts. 


TRANSPORTATION IN ENGLAND. 

The English ship canal connecting Man- 
chester with the River Mersey was designed to 
enable the spinners of that city to procure their 
cotton at the lowest possible cost of transpor- 
tation from the port of Liverpool. Of course 
it was expected to be otherwise patronized, 
but the cotton business was the one for whose 
especial benefit the work was originally un- 
dertaken. The plan was to construct a sim- 
ple waterway for the use of which tolls should 
be levied, as in this country, but that feature 
is about to be abandoned and the line be made 
as exclusively private to the servants of the 
stockholders as is the railroad. It is argued 
that there is no more reason for per- 
mitting the running of boats owned 
by others than of private trains, and 
that the work of loading and unload 
ing freight can be most expeditiously per- 
formed in both cases when done by men hired 
and directed by the transportation company. 
Hence it is now resolved to operate the canal 
on that plan, and also to extend widely its 
sphere of usefulness by making it a great ar- 
tery of commerce from which shall branch 
out feeders and distributors to connect it with 
alarge part of the area of the United King- 
dom. The project is to construct railroad 
hnes on the quays, to connect these with the 
great main lines in the neighborhood, to build 
sheds and warehouses and graving docks by 
the waterside, furnishing facilities to import- 
ers to store their goods if desired, and other- 
wise making the route attractive by its cheap- 
ness. How much is thought to be 
possible in that direction may be inferred 
from .a comparison of the business of 
last year by rail and interior water 
route in England. The cost of running an 
average train per mile over the railroad was 
found to be about 61 cents, while the cor- 
responding amount of transportation by canal 
was only 18 cents. The question is raised by 
the Financial Times how. the business of the 
former is likely to be affected by the proposed 
extensions, and by others that will certainly 
be undertaken in case this proves successful.

The News says “the record throughout is 
one of National humiliation and shame.” It 
says also, no excuse can be given for the re- 
peal of the nickel tax and the 80 per cent re- 
duction of the tariff on copper. : 

The duty on nickel has been $300 a ton, and 
none has been imported. The duty was 
made so high to protect a Pennsylvania mine 
owned by one Wharton, now nearly ex- 
hausted. There are other small mines scat- 
tered up and down the country, from which 
the Government might have got part of its 
needs for ite five-cent pieces, and the duty 
might not have been altered much but for 
the sudden discovery of a new and imipor- 
tant use for nickel which made it necessary 
that the country should have. it in large quan- 
tities and as cheaply as possible. 

It was found that to alloy steel with nickel 


was to give the former a. toughness, a power 


to resist a sudden strain or blow, it did not 
possess before. Such an alloy was valuable 
for armor plates, for cannon, and for pro- 
peller shafts. It was important therefore for 
the Government, which is building steel ships, 
to be sure of an abundance of cheap nickel. 
But it was evident that if this metal was good 
to mix with steel for one purpose it was 
equally so for others. If it gave toughness to 
steel it would be used in the manufacture of 
steel wire for telegraph lines and steel rope 
for cables. It would enable steel suspension 
bridges to be constructed with less weight of 
metal but with greater ability to stand a sud- 
den strain. It would add to the strength of 


steel boilers. The world was probably on the 


eve of a metallic revolution, and it was well 
for the United States to be prepared for it. 
The Republican creed is that where an arti- 
cle is not produced in this country in quanti- 
ties sufficient to meet the demand—as in 


the case of sugar, for instance—the protec- 


tive theory does not apply to it. Hence, the 
freelisting of nickel was in accordance with 
Republican party pohcy. The fact that the 
great Canada nick deposits are owned by 
Americans is not of itself a reason for taking 
off the duty, but it has ite weight, when it has

Nor is the Sec- 
retary obliged to buy Canadian nickel ore. 
He will take it from the producer who offers 
it the cheapest, The market is now open and 
free to all. 

As for the duty on copper, which was cut 
down from $50 to $10 per ton, it should have 
been removed or reduced long ago. It has 
been kept so high merely that a few Bos- 
tonians, owners of Lake Superior mines, 
might be guaranteed immense profits. There 
has been no time for many years when the 
better copper mines of this country were un- 
able to stand alone, Only a few years ago a 
Copper Trust was formed which covered both 
Europe and America. While that trust lasted 
the American mine-owners were selling to the 
European syndicate at prices much lower than 
those they charged American consumers. Un- 
der shelter of the excessive duty they were 
able to do it without hindrance, That trust 
speculated too much and went to pieces, but 
there is no telling when it may reorganize and 
resume its robberies. But with this reduction 
of the duty on copper from $50 aton to $10 
there can be no such gouging of the American 
consumer as in the past. 

So instead of Congress deserving blame for. 
what it has done regarding the copper and 
nickel duties it is entitled to the highest 
praise. It acted with intelligence and de- 
cision. It legislated not with an eye to pri- 
vate interests but with a quick appreciation 
of the military and manufacturing needs of

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BUSINESS. 


SUMMARY OF THE SITUATION. 


The general business situation still presents an 


era of unusual prosperity. Manufacturers are in 


operation to their utmost — Workmen 
are everywhere fully employed, and at wages 
whieh are unusually satisfactory. Such condi- 
tions in turn stimulate the retail trade to in- 
creased activity, and that activity is, of course, 
shared by the wholesale business. The curious 
feature of the situation is that hand in hand with 
this general business prosperity has come as nota- 
ble depression in the speculative markets, 

Many railroad stocks reached the lowest point 
Saturday that they have touched this year. It 
has been possible to make such a statement con- 
cerning the market several times this month, the 
prices at each break sinking to a lower level than 
they had gone before. Each time it meant so far 
as many of the stocks were concerned that the 
lowest point to which they had dropped for a 
number of years had been reached. 

These falling prices of railroad securities in the 
face of an unprecedented volume of general busi- 
ness and its attendant enormous railroad traffic 
would appear to present an anomaly. As a mat- 
ter of fact the depression is in a measure one of 
the direct results of that general activity. The 
business of the country was on such a scale that 
when the demands for the fall trade movement 
came the money centers were swept 
clean of currency. Apanicstricken cry went up 
and in answer the Secretary of the Treasury 
poured out over $62,000,000 of currency in a single 
month. The Eastern bankers settled back easily 
again, confident that the danger had been avoid- 


‘ed and that their large reserves were equal to all 


the demands that would be made on them. They 
have scarcely had time to catch their breath be- 
fore that reserve, too, is swept away. The New 
York banks again stand with their depleted vaults 
marking a deficit below the required legal re- 
serve. But now the resourcesof the Treasury 
have been about exhausted, and speculat- 
ors the counrty over are facing the fact that 
the commerce of the country has absorbed every jot 
of available currency and that they are not only 
now left empty-handed, but without immediate 
prospects of obtaining any answer to their de- 
mands. That is the reason of the specially low 
point to which securities have just now sunk. 

It is by no means a proper conclusion for in- 
vestors to make, however, that because securities 
are depressed by a temporary money 1 
they are sure to rebound to their ol@ place so 
soon as that stringency is permanently relieved. 
To look backward stocks look cheap, but when 
one looks forward the comparison is not so clear- 
cut. Overcapitalization, roads built for the 
profits made in their construction and not be- 
cause they were needed, legislation that cuts into 
net earnings with a double-edged sword, can- 
nibal competition between the great systems—all 
these and a dozen other ugly clouds hang between 
the inventor and the light of future railway pros- 
perity. Those clouds have not just now de- 
veloped, but from the level of higher prices they 


were not so plainly seen. There are some breaks 


in the clouds. The tendency towards severe leg- 
islation is less marked. There is progress, even 
though it is slow, toward the keeping of better 
faith between railroads in the maintenance of 
rates. The break in the quotations has been a 
sharp one, and it has brought values now to a 
level where investment may in some cases be war- 
ranted even with those unfavorable factors in 
mind. But one will dovwell to avoid belief in the 
probability of a rebound in prices so soon as the 
single factor of tight money is removed. 

A foundation for much of the country’s pros- 
perity is to be found inthe decided advance in 
the prices of farm products. One of the bright- 
est spots in the local financial situation 
is the increasing movement of commercial 
paper. The paper is wanted by the 
country banks and their explanation of their 
growing surplus is in the better prices that farm- 
ers are obtaining for their produce. With wheat 
nearly 30 per cent higher than a year ago and ad- 
vances of about 20c a bu for corn and 23c for oats 
there seems good probability that the farmers are 
left in much better condition than they were with 
their great crops of last year. Of the receipts at 
the principal Western points up to the present 
time it is estimated that some $16,000,000 more is 
required tocarry the grain than would have been 
needed tocarry a like amount a year ago. 

The inordinate rush of importations which was 
brought about by the approaching changes in the 
customs schedule has now ceased, but, on the 
other hand, there has come as notable an increase 
in exports, an increase brought about by ordinary 
trade cénditions unhampered by artificial m- 
fluences.
